Santa Catalina Island may be the 
site for a thoroughly-equipped marine 
biological laboratory, which would be 
one of two such stations that the 
Fisheries Department of the United 
States government contemplaics cstab- 
lishing on the Pacific Coast, where none 
yet exist. 

This possibility was intimated yes- 
terday by United States Fish Commis- 
sioner George M. Bowers, head of the 
department in Washington, who ar- 
rived here and registered at the An- 
gelus. He is making an inspection of 
the hatcheries and stations of his de- 
partment throughout the western part 
of the continent, and has made a hur- 
ried trip here for the purpose of taking 
a look at Catalina Island. which ne be- 
lieves would be a favorable site for 
the southernmost of the two stations 
which he advocates for this Coast. 

1 favor the establishment,” he said 
yesterday, “of two marine biological 
laboratories on the Pacific Coast, such 
as we have on the Atlantic Coast. and 
I have been led to believe that Cata- 
lina offers a most favorable location 
for a station where a scientific study 
of alf fish of the Pacific Ocean from 
California southward can be conducted. 
I believe it is far enough south to fur- 
nish practically all specimens of ma- 
riné life of the southern waters. These 
laboratories are, as I say, forsthe scien- 
tific study and classification of marine 
life, and there is no reason why they 
should not be established out bere. I 
will probably recommend that the sec- 
ond one be on the codst of Washington. 
Of course, their establishment depends 
upon the good will of Congress, but ap- 
propriations for them will probably not 
be withheld. I have not yet seen your 
island, this being my first trip to Con- 
fornia, but Senator Bard has streng!y 
advocated the selection of the site. I 
ran down to take a quiet look at the 
place.“ 

Mr. Bowers expressed the war'nest 
regard for Senator Bard, with whem 
he has been brought into close con- 
tact, as the Senator was chairman of 
the Fisheries Committee of the Senate.

Put four teaspoonfuls of Ceylon tea into a china or earthenware pot and pour upon it a quart 
and a pint of boiling water. Let this stand for fifteen minutes; stir with a silver spoon, strain the 
liquid into a glass or china pitcher and set in a cool place until wanted. Half fill tumblers with cracked 
ice, put two jumps of sugar and a slice of lemon on this, and fill the glasses with the cold tea. 


ICED COFFEE 

Make strong coffee in a French coffee pot or “biggin.” To each quart of hot? strong coffee 
add a cup and a half of hot—not boiled—milk. Stir for a minute and set aside to cool. Serve in glasses 
containing cracked i ice, and put a great tablespoonful of whipped cream on the top gf each 82 of 
coffee. 


CREAM OF CORN Sour 

Open a can of corn and turn out the contents several hours before using, that all taste of the 
tin may disappear. Chop the corn fine, put over the fire with a quart of boiling water, and cook 
gently for nearly an hour. Remove from the fire, and rub through a colander, then add a little 
sugar, pepper and salt. Cook together in another saucepan a tablespoonful of butter andtwoof flour, 
turn on them the corn soup and stir until it thickens. Put a pinch of soda into a pint of milk, and 
when you have heated the milk pour it slowly on a beaten egg. Now add the soup to the om and egg 
and serve immediately. 


CHEESE BISQUE 

| Into a pint of milk put a pinch of soda and bring to the scalding point. To this add a cup of 
mutton stock in which an onion has been boiled, and a cup of water in which rice has been cooked. 
Cook her in a good-sized saucepan a tablespocnful of butter and two of flour. When they are 
thoroughly blended and bubble, pour on them the white soup and stir until it thickens to the consis- 
tency of cream.

AT LONG BEACH.

FURTHER LOCAL EXTENSION OF 
TROLLEY LINES. | 
Pacific Electric Railway Company to 
Build Through Western and Northern 
Part of Seaside Town—Figures Show- 
ing Fast Mail Traffic Increase. 


LONG BEACH. Oct. 1.—A tittle ripple 
in the trial of the liquor case against 
. W. Cottle and H. B. charles was 
caused this afternoon when EK. L. 
Hutchison (“El Hutch") the attorney 
for the defendants, agked to have Juror 
8. C. Kendall put on the stand to tes- 
tify as to what he knows of the facts 
that had been testified to by City Mar- 
shall Williams. 

The complaint accuses the defendants 
of having on September 5 kept a place 
where liquor was dispensed contrary 
to the ordinance. While City Marshal 
Williams was on the stand, however, 
the court admitted testimony from that 
officer touching conditions that he 
(Williams) had found at the Long 
Beach Social Club on other dates. The 
testimony tended to connect the defen- 
dants with the place. In ruling favor- 
ably to the admission of the testimony 
Justice Trultt of Norwalk, who is sit- 
ting, said he thought it proper that 
evidence should be admitted showing 
the character of the place alleged to 
have been kept by the defendants. 

After the City Marshal had testi- 
fied the defendants’ counsel called for 
testimony from Juror Kendall. “El 
Hutch” said that in examining Ken- 
dall as to his qualifications he had not 
been permitted to inquire of Kendall as 
to his knowledge of anything he had 


seen other than on September 5. City 


Attorney Baker vigorously objected to 
the examination of Juror Kendall, and 
the court stated that, inasmuch as the 
jurors had at the start been minutely 
examined, no further examination of 
their knowledge of the case other than 
from the evidence would be allowed. 

One of the events of the day was 
the tapping of another barrel of stale 
beer. The spigot act was performed by 
the City Marshal, and while it was tn 
progress the epectators in the court- 
room moved uneasily in their seats, 
fearing with each successive hatchet 
stroke on the spigot that the next hit 
would be followed by a general deluge 
of the resinous liquid. A bucket half 
filled with the beer was passed about 
for the inspection of the jury, while “Ei 
Hutch” tasted the dark fluid. 

The prosecution sought to show that 
the social club when raided by the 
City Marshal was not fitted up as a 
drug store.
